For a tine the anti-foreign feeling in China was interpreted 
largely an anti-British feeling, for the cultivation of which Soviet Ri 
largely responsible. But the inevitable reaction has now set in ns 
designs of Russia and the true nature of British policy is becoming 
and understood. 

At the meeting of the Institute of Pacific Relations held at Honolulu las 
July, gir Frederick Whyte, chief unofficial spokesmah for Great Uiitair 
presented a memorandum on the history of Anglo-Chinese relations fror 
the time of Lord Macartney’s mission in 1783 down to the famous Gommtin! 
cation of Sir Austen Chamberlain of a year ago. This memorandum dec' 
fairly with the mistaken made by both natlonST and it demonstrated froi 
the past acts of Great Britain that the conciliatory attitude of Sir Auste 
Chamberlain's document was the logical outcome of those acta. 

It is interesting to recall at this time, when the Nationalists of Olvn 
are breaking off diplomatic relations with Soviet Russia, the manuer-i 
which Sir Frederick Whyte's memorandum was received by tile Chinese Nr 
tionalist delegates at the Honolulu meeting. These delegates had distribute 
to advance a printed case against Great Britain^ which was replete wit 
sharp strictures on British foreign policy. But when Sir Frederick present! 
the other side, so impressed were the Chinese delegates by its fairness ar 
by the British point pf view that they withdrew their own document ar 
asked for the return of the copies distributed. This is hardly a sign of Brtrh 
decadence in world affairs, or an evidence of loss of prestige. The fact lh; 
anti-British feeling in Ckk.a is gradually dying down is the result. 

Surely and steadily Great Britain is regaining her position as the fina 
cial centre of the world. The pound sterling has returned to par, even 
New York, and the flow of gold, which has been almost continuous to 11 
United States for soma years past, has recently had an offset in the first go 
shipment from New York to Londort. Great Britain continues promptly on d 
date to make her enormous payments to the United States on account of w 
obligations, and with every payment made her position becomes stronger. 

British financial institutions and industrial concerns are more ant! mo 
regaining their position in world markets, and whereas during the war B 
tish investments and securities in foreign land3 and to the overseas Dorn 
Ions had to be withdrawn in order to carry on the grim struggle, British ;

Medical Clinics In Egypt 


Government Using Modern Method To j 
Quell Old Disease 

American aid is to be enlisted to 
fight anti-modern plagues in Egypt, 
such as bilharzia. 

The Egyptian Government has just 
come to terms with the Rockefeller 
Foundation for the establishment in 
Egypt of clinics for the treatment of 
intestinal and parasitic diseases.

Had Long Military Career 


! Ottawa.—The Government will seek 
authority at the coming: session of 
parliament for the purchase of two 
new modern destroyers to be deliver¬ 
ed within three years. The new des¬ 
troyers will replace the Patrician and 
Patriot. The Patriot and Patrician 
will be sold out of the Canadian navy.. 

Construction of the first of the new 
destroyers is to be commenced at j 
once. In the meantime, arrangements 1 
have been made with the admiralty 
to obtain two destroyers to carry on j 
with until the new craft are ready/ 
They are H.M.S. Torbay and Torea\ 
dor, and the Canadian Government j 
ha3 authorized the commencing of I 
work forthwith at Portsmouth to re-! 
condition the vessels and bring them 
forward for Canadian service. 

It is expected they will arrive !n 
Canada toward the end of March. 

The Torbay and Toreador were 
built by Thornycrofts and belong to 
the same group as the S class ad¬ 
miralty destroyers. Eight of these 
compose the eighth destroyer flotilla 
in commission on the China station. 
Three are in commission and two are 
| in reserve in the Australian naval ser- 
i vice. One is in reserve commission on 
i the Mediterranean station. 


Hong Kong. -Arrested December

»New Schedule Of Rates On Small 
Parcels Goes Into Effect 

Ottawa.—Canadian Express com¬ 
panies announce reduced rates for the 
shipment of packages up to fifteen 
pounds in weight and not over three 
and a half feet in length, width or 
depth. The new schedule has been 
filed with the board of railway com¬ 
missioners for Canada by the Express 
Traffic Association.
